For the past two months the city 


council has been wrestling with the 
question of the city 
advertising. 


They asked for bids and 
received 


them. They were not content with 
the offers made by the daily papers 
of the city and advertised again, and 
again were accommodated by the 
publishers, who made a roost liberal 
proposal for the same, and one which 
would give the 
fullest measure of 


value for the amount paid. 


The offer made by the daily papers 


was this: For the legal price, which 
is the price fixed by the statutes tor 
publication in one paper, they would 
.jive publication in two papers, thus 
•illowing each daily paper half price, 
nnd bringing the city's business fully 
;rnd fairly before everyone. The ad- 
vantages" of such service arc so ap- 
parent that no arguments are nec- 
essary to convince the public that 
inch a contract is the best that 
could be made, if the interests of the 
city are to be subserved.
